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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council* 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Mfedical  Officer  of 
Health  for  1958. 

Vital  Statistics;  The  estimated  population  continues  to  rise  slightly.  The 
Standardised  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  from  the  high  figure  of  the  previous  year 
(18*98)  to  17*U. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  lower  than  the  national  figure  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  has  fallen  from  32*0  to  8 *55. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  (8*73)  remains  considerably  lower  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  (ll*7). 

There  was  no  significant  change  from  the  previous  year  in  the  various 
causes  of  death. 

Infectious  Diseases:  There  were  seven  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  and  19  cases 
of  Acute  Pneumonia  notified.  No  notifiable  infectious  disease  reached  epidemic 
proportions. 

I  should  like  to  conclude  by  recording  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year.  % 
thanks  are  also  due  to  the  two  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Mir.  G-ood  and  Mr.  Brown 
and  to  other  officers  and  staff  of  the  Council.
